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Parcels 1 and 2 Rezoning Issue 
Set To Face Hearing Examiner

The on-again/off-again re¬ 
zoning hearings for Parcels 
1 and 2 are on again. Barring 
any unforeseen further post¬ 
ponements, the Prince Geor¬ 
ges Planning Board will con¬ 
sider the matter on Thurs¬ 
day, December 12 at 9 a.m. 
in Upper Marlboro. On Jan¬ 
uary 24 the Prince Georges 
County Zoning Hearing Ex¬ 
aminer will conduct a hear¬ 
ing, The final decision rests 
with the County Council sit¬ 
ting as the District Council. 

In September, when the rezon¬ 
ing 1 applications were scheduled 
to be heard before the planning 
board and hearing examiner, the 
applicants' attorney requested a 
postponement. At that time hear¬ 
ing examiner Barry Cramp noted 
that the attorney (Russell W. 
Shipley) requested in a Septem¬ 
ber 15 letter “additional time to 
properly present his case." As the 
News Review goes to press, the 
applications have not been modi¬ 
fied. According to Greenbelt city 
administrative assistant Michael 
McLaughlin, Shipley has indi-

In 1938 the Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter Mall opened with six bus¬ 
inesses and very few prob¬ 
lems. Today, 47 years later, 
with an expansion to 28 busi¬ 
nesses there is a recognized 
need for some overall chang¬ 
es. 

Roosevelt Center, as it is offi¬ 
cially referred to since the name 
change approval by city council, 
has a new merchants association. 
Among the founders are Mike 
Burchick of the Co-op, Marcie 
and Leo Walder of Behavior Ser¬ 
vice Consultants, Joe Comproni 
of the Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union, Joe Natali of the Green¬ 
belt Carryout, and Nick Mydra of 
the Greenbelt Arts Center. 

The Roosevelt Center Associa¬ 
tion has been formed with several 
objectives in mind. The primary 
purpose is to resolve success¬ 
fully through mutual support the 
concerns facing the members, “As 
a body we will have more clout,” 
stated Burchick, who acts as 
president of the organization. 
Additionally the group will direct 
its efforts towards “elevating the 
professional, business, and com¬ 
munity profile of the Roosevelt 
Center through coordinated pub¬ 
lic relations, civic endeavors, and 
marketing activities.” 

The association is also concern- 


cated that he would be in touch 
wnth city officials at the end of 
this week. 

The applications involve 112 
acres of Parcels 1 and 2, land 
between the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. property. About 102 
acres (Parcel 1) are located north 
of Northway extended and 10 
acres (Parcel 2) are between 
Hamilton Place and Gardenway. 
(See map on page 6.) 

Applicants Charles Bresler and 
Theodore Lerner and Associates 
have requested a zoning change 
for the entire acreage from R-R 
(rural residential-single family, 
2 units per acre) to R-T town- 
house zoning (up to 12 units per 
acre). The city council's prefer¬ 
ence for the entire acreage is 
single-family homes in the R-80 
zoning category (3.4 units per 
acre). The technical staff of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC) has also recom¬ 
mended denial of the townhouse 
zoning (R-T—up to 12 units an 
acre). 

In his letter to Cramp, Shipley 
said, “’While I realize that these 


ed with enhancing the area in 
which its members do business, 
improving storefronts, increasing 
traffic flow into the area, and 
maintaining good landlord/tenant 
relations. The cohesiveness of the 
group has invigorated these local 
merchants to offer workable solu¬ 
tions for meeting the problem 
of decreased use of the Center 
with the resultant drop in busi¬ 
ness. 

In order to improve traffic 
flow, the association developed a 
marketing strategy in the form 
of an advertisement in directory 
form in this paper. It is hoped 
this directory would help local 
consumers look up a particular 
merchant, much as they would 
look up someone in the telephone 
book. With the primary tenants 
advertising, the merchants hope 
that business in the entire area 
will increase. Concurrent with 
this directory advertising, the 
association is entertaining the 
idea of starting a mailing list for 
use within the 20770 Zip Code 
area. 

Another concern of increasing 
significance for the group is 
crime. Getting ample foot patrol 
between 1 and 4 a.m. from the 
Greenbelt police department is 
one of the association's primary 
goals. The members feel that the 
police have not been readily vis¬ 
ible at these crucial times when 
most crime in the Center occurs. 
According to Burchick, the police 


cases (Parcels 1 and 2) were 
filed over twenty years ago, there 
has been substantial physical 
changes in the ownership of the 
parcels.” He was referring to 
the 62 acres that the school board 
acquired from the applicants for 
a three-school complex in 196 
and an additional 10 acres pur¬ 
chased in 1969. The land was not 
used for schools and the school 
board transferred the acreage to 
the county. Since that transfer in 
the late 1970's, successive county 
executives have not officially 
turned the matter over to the 
county council for a formal 
declaration that the property is 
surplus. However, County Execu¬ 
tive Parris Glendening recently 
made a commitment to bring the 
matter before the county council 
with the recommendation that the 
land be declared suiplus and 
turned over to the City of Green¬ 
belt. 

The question of whether or not 
there is a “reverter clause” deal¬ 
ing with the right of the original 

property owners to reclaim the 
land still is unresolved. Shipley 
said in his September letter that

indicate there is a manpower 
shortage but are sympathetic 
with the merchants' predicament. 
The police have helped institute 
a Neighborhood Crime Watch 
program that covers the Center 
area. 

Landlord/Tenant Relations 

The merchants association has 
also been active in maintaining 
landlord/tenant relations. George 
Christacos, owner of most of the 
Center, is one of the best land¬ 
lords of the past three, according 
to Leo Walder. Christacos rep¬ 
resents one of the keys to re¬ 
habilitation of the Center. The 
tenants, while willing to compro¬ 
mise with Christacos, feel that 
they deserve an equal say in these 
matters. “He wants to make 
money and we want to make 
money. We're here to help each 
other,” said Burchick of the asso¬ 
ciation's efforts to deal as ef-

To the Editor: 

Your estimable journal dated 
Thursday. December 2, 1971 gives 
the results of the first Jaycees 
Turkey Trot. This would ppear to 
substantiate my statement to you 
several weeks ago that it was in¬ 
correct for anybody to lay claim 
to the “First Annual Turkey 
Trot” as advertised in your news¬ 
paper last week. 

While I wish every success to 
the runners in the event held last 
weekend, I doubt that even they 
would want to, in Orwellian fash¬ 
ion, un - person or delete from 
history those who ran this race 
from its inception until it was 
phased out to make way for the 
Maryland Marathon in the early 
Seventies. 

This race was my first long 
distance race. I had started run¬ 
ning not long after we got mar¬ 
ried and settled into 19-B Hill¬ 
side. My first challenge was to 
run from that point to Laurel 
Hill Road about 200 meters away, 
and then both ways. When, in 
the fall of 1968, I had worked up 
to a longer distance, I was ready 
to enter this local race, . . , 

I had decided to run the first 
14 miles of this 20 mile race 
which wended its way through 
the heart of Greenbelt. The five 
mile course, which was repeated 
four times, ran between the Mu¬ 
nicipal Building and Oharles- 
towne North. I remember one of 
the Greehbaum boys urging me 
to drop out. “They have more 
trophies than runners. Finish and 
you will get a trophy.” I wasn't 
ready that year . , •

the “applicants assert and claim 
a first option to repurchase these 
(former school) properties as a 
result of their negotiations by 
which they were initially con¬ 
veyed to the School Board in 
1966.” Glendening maintains that, 
as far as his office can ascertain, 
there is no “reverter clause.” 

In addition to the question 
of a “reverter clause,” Shipley 
noted in his letter that there 
were problems of access to Par¬ 
cel 1 that need answers. He 
noted that “agreements between 
the property owners and the 
Board of Education require the 
Board of Education to provide 
access through its property to 
the remainder of the applicants* 
property (on Parcel 1). Obvious¬ 
ly, such access is not being pro¬ 
vided leaving virtually the only 
access to the subject (property) 
through Plateau Place via Ridge 
Road and possibly Laurel liill 
Road via Ridge Road.** 

Providing public water and 
sewer service to the parcels are 
also long-standing problems. The 
lack of sewer facilities on the 
land, including the 72-acre school- 
site property, was the subject of 
a report released this fall by the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission, That agency*s esti¬ 
mates of costs to provide sewer 
service ranged from $2*4 million 


to $5 million. 

‘Shipley termed the matter of 
water and sewer service “a very 
important issue.*' And speaking 
of these as well as of roads and 
the issue of the reverter clause, 
he concluded that “. . . the an¬ 
swers to these questions might 
obviously change the complexion 
of these cases.” 

Inactive since 1971, the four 
rezoning applications—the oldest 
in the county, were reactivated 
in the latter part of 1981 in a 
move by the hearing examiner to 
clear his docket of deadwood. 

Filed in the early 1960s, the 
applications have been amended 
or carried over ever since that 
time. Applicants Bresler and Ler- 
ner are stlil requesting a zoning 
change for the entire acreage 
from single family to townhouse 
zoning. In 1978 the applications 
had been amended to ask for R-T. 
Previously, in 1963, the appli¬ 
cants had requested R-30 garden 
apartment zoning (14 units per 
acre). In 1962 the property own¬ 
ers had sought a change from 
rural planned community to R-18 
garden apartments (20 units per 
acre). This zoning was denied by 
the county, and instead the land 
was zoned to its present R-R 
rural residential status. 

At various times in the 1960s 
the applicants also appeared be-

fore city council with a plan for 
mixed uses — low and medium 
density garden apartments, high- 
density high-rise apartments and 
commercial office. 

Earlier zoning applications in¬ 
volved more than the present 112 
acres. The city acquired about 
46 acres of the original 230 acres 
for parkland and for green space 
for Green Ridge House. Also 72 
acres were purchased by the 
school board for a three-school 
complex that was never built. 

Denial Arguments 

At this time, the Greenbelt City 
Council, the eity*s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board (APB) and the tech¬ 
nical staff of the Prince Georges 
County Planning Board are ad¬ 
hering to their previous recom¬ 
mendations of denial of the town- 
house zone. They determined that: 

(1) Although the 1970 College 
Park - Greenbelt and Vicinity 
Master Plan recommended town- 
house development for the land 
between the proposed perimeter 
load and the GHI property, there 
had been insufficient evidence of 
change in the neighborhood since 
the November 1949 Comprehen¬ 
sive Map Amendment to warrant 
townhouse development. 

M-NCPPC de scribes the 
“neighborhood*’ as being “that 
portion of the City of Greenbelt 
bounded by the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway on the east, 
Greenbelt Road on the south, the 
Capital Beltway and Kenilworth 
Avenue on the west, and the Na¬ 
tional Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter on the north.” 

(2) It would be more appro¬ 
priate to consider development of 
the parcels through a Sectional 
Map Amendment after the new 
Master Plan is approved. Accord¬ 
ing to APB, the Master Plan 
Citizens Advisory Commit¬ 
tee “has recently studied this area 
and found a low-density R-80 
type land use (i.e, single-family 
homes. 3.4 per acre) would be 
most appropriate for these par¬ 
cels.*' 

(3) There is no evidence to 


suggest that the applicants are 
denied a reasonable use of the 
land in the existing R-R zone 
(i.e., single-family homes, 2 per 
acre) or that there is a pressing 
public purpose to be served by 
granting this application. 

The city council argues that 
“There is an imbalance of hous¬ 
ing units within the neighborhood 
. . . and within the city that 
would be made worse” if the 
property 1 were developed in the 
townhouse zone. 

Of the 8,555 residential units 
within the city, only 505 — less 
than six percent of the total— 
are single-family detached homes. 
By contrasts, almost 69 percent 
are apartment units, and just over 
25 percent are row houses and 
townhouses. 

In its December 1981 report 
the M-NCPPC Technical Staff 
suggested that the acreage would 
be a good candidate for the com¬ 
prehensive design zone (CDZ) 
CDZ is a complex zoning process 
which provides for “diversity and 
choice,” for extensive planning 
of the entire area and for close 
scrutiny by the Planning Board 
and District Council as well as 
for public hearings. 

As an alternative, the Tech¬ 


nical Staff recommended R-80 
single family for the large par¬ 
cel north of Northway Road Ex¬ 
tended (Parcel 1) and R-T town- 
house for the small parcel between 
Hamilton Place and Gardenway. 
The city council and APB dis¬ 
agree and want R-80 single¬ 
family zoning for the entire acre¬ 
age. 

Applicants* Views 

In September Shipley told the 
News Review, “Townhouses are 
compatible with the existing phy¬ 
sical development of the neigh¬ 
borhood. We think we can do an 
innovative and attractive job of 
developing townhouses (of about 
7 to 8 units an acre) in that 
neighborhood, . . . (This would 
be) more than in keeping with 
its surroundings.” 

That assessment by Shipley 
disagrees with the viewpoint of 
the M-NCPPC Technical Staff, 
which felt that the 1C2 acres on 
Parcel 1 are as nearly compat¬ 
ible with low-density agricultural 
uses as they are with townhouses. 

In Shipley’s opinion town- 
houses would generate fewer per¬ 
sons and fewer cars per unit. 
Statistics, he said, have generally 
shown that townhouses attract 
singles and young families.

The board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., ad- 
dopted a $5,021,375 budget 
for the corporation for 1986. 
The board was split down 
the middle on the budget ap¬ 
proval, with the final vote 
4-3. Directors Wayne Willi¬ 
ams, Ray McCawley, Nancy 
Hutchins and Todd Amani 
voted for the budget and Di¬ 
rectors Janet Cantwell, Deb¬ 
bie Hartwick and David 
Warner were opposed. (Di¬ 
rector Mac Wirick was ab¬ 
sent because of illness. 

The budget provides for only 
a few new initiatives; one of 
these is the establishment of a 
tree and shrub nursery in the 
cld boat and trailer yard. Ac¬ 
cording to General Manager lion 
Colton, the nursery is expected 
to save money in the long run. 
The budget also contains funds 
to add 1% man-years to the 
grounds staff of the maintenance 
department. Another one - half 
man-year will be gained by re¬ 
ducing the summer help. 

Handyman Program 

After long debate, the board 
also voted to authorize a one- 
year trial of an expanded fee- 
for-service (handyman) program. 
The vote on this expansion show¬ 
ed up the same split in the board 
as the final vote on the budget. 
This service will not result in 
any increase in members charges. 
Comptroller Don McGinn said, 
because the fees charged for the 
services will offset salary costs 
involved in providing them. Ac¬ 
cording to Colton, the services 
available will include yard clean¬ 
up, grass cutting, fence repair 
and demolition, minor carpentry, 
installation of additional elec¬ 
trical circuits and outlets, vent 
fans and light fixtures, and ex¬ 
terior lighting, additional heating, 
plumbing hookups for washers, 
and dryer vents. 

Assistant General Manager 
Steve Wright said that one ad¬ 
ditional laborer will be hired, 
probably after the first of the 
year and not until demand for 


the service warrants it, Colton 
had previously made the point 
that skilled GHI employees would 
be used for these services when 
their expertise is required but 
that most of the tasks could be 
performed by lower-paid person¬ 
nel. 

Members present at the No¬ 
vember 21 meeting spoke on both 
sides of the issue of expanding 
the fee-for-service program. Eu¬ 
nice Coxon opposed the program 
saying that she can get outside 
help cheaper and better to do 

these tasks. Nathan Shinderman, 
on the other hand,, said that it is 
very hard to follow up on out¬ 
side contractors who do unsatis¬ 
factory work. Maintenance Su¬ 
perintendent Joe Whelan said 

that GHI will guarantee labor 
done under the program for one 
year. 

Outside Forces Boost Charges 

Average increases in members’ 
charges will be 4.59% in the 

frame homes and 6.21% in the 

masonry homes, according to Mc¬ 
Ginn. In response to an inquiry, 
he later noted that almost all of 
the increase was caused by high¬ 
er costs in areas which are large¬ 
ly beyond the control of the cor¬ 
poration. He said that 41% of the 
increase in members' charges was 
caused by a rise in insurance pre¬ 
miums and another 28% by in¬ 
creased property taxes. Another 
27% is attributable to the $50,- 
0C0 first installment on replacing 
reserves used to remove asbestos 
from beneath the homes. Only 4% 
of the increase is attributable to 
net increases in other budget 
items. McGinn said that members 
could expect notification of 1986 
charges in mid-December, 

Engineering Study 

Jay Freedman, Superintendent 
of Contract Processing and Tech¬ 
nical Services, reported on a final 
report made by Geo-Technical 
Services, Inc., on structural prob¬ 
lems in homes in the 6 Court of 
Hillside. Freedman said that the 
problems are caused by water 
collecting under the footings 
which can, in wet periods, raise 
the buildings. This movement 
causes rigid masonry materials 


like brick to crack. 

The report recommends that 
external drains be put around the 
foundation and footings of the 
building and the water drawn off. 
The footings of the boiler room 
are 14' below grade; those of the 
rest of the building are 3’ below 
grade. Once the water problem 
has been solved and the clay dries 
out, additional settlement may 
occur. If this happens, the report 
recommends “mud jacking or 
pressure grouting" to limit set¬ 
tlement. The report also recom¬ 
mends some other measures which 
could help alleviate the problem 
such as gutter and downspout 
maintenance and setting the 
sump pump deeper. 

Freedman also reported on the 
status of the rehab program for 
the larger townhomes. He said 
that construction of the lateral 
drainage system is underway out¬ 
side the homes. Installation of 
replacement windows and siding 
is scheduled to begin before 
Christmas. 

Window Policy 

The board discussed establish¬ 
ing a policy for replacement of 
original windows for which GHI 
no longer has replacement parts. 
The question which the board 
could not decide was whether the 
member, when one window falls 
into a state of disrepair and can¬

What is Trench Mouth? 

“Trench Mouth" describes a 
condition of the gums charac¬ 
terized by bleeding, pain, swel¬ 
ling and bad odor. Although 
an old term it is still common¬ 
ly heard today. It originated 
during World War I, when 
soldiers spending extended 
periods of time in trenches, 
developed this condition due to 
a combination of inadequate 
nutrition and poor oral hy¬ 
giene. Other terms used more 
frequently for “Trench Mouth" 
are Vincent’s Infection and 
Acute Necrotizing Ulcerative 
Gingivitis (ANUG). 

Attacks of “Trench Mouth" 
occur very often in teenagers 
and young adults who have 
undergone some significant 
change in their daily routine, 
such as starting college or a 
new job. The stress as well as 
change in the daily routine of 
proper eating schedule and 
oral hygiene are the chief 
causes. Once the condition is 
diagnosed and regularity re¬ 
established in the daily rou¬ 
tine, healing is rapid and com¬ 
plete. Occasionally in severe 
cases, an antibiotic may be 
necessary. Contrary to old 
beliefs, “Trench Mouth" is not 
contagious.

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Council Work Session Explores Plans 
And Procedures to Renovate the Center 


County Aviation to Be Celebrated Next June

At a work session on No¬ 
vember 26, members of the 
Greenbelt city council strug¬ 
gled to develop a plan for 
developing a plan for the 
renovation of Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter. While no specific time- 
frame has been set, Mayor 
Gil Weidenfeld expressed the 
hope that the renovation 
could be completed for the 
fiftieth anniversary in 1987. 
Also participating were sev¬ 
eral of the Charrette partici¬ 
pants, representatives of 
businesses in the Center and 
interested citizens. 

The reports of the city's Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB) 
on both the council's general plan 
for the Center and the plan for 
expansion and renovation of the 
Center proposed by George Chris¬ 
tacos, owner of the original com¬ 
mercial buildings, were made 
available for the work session; 
however, these reports had not 
yet been formally presented to 
or accepted by the council. 

The APB generally supported 
council’s plan with a few reserva¬ 
tions, They opposed additional 
Centerway parking because of 
the loss of open space and pos¬ 
sible traffic problems, proposed 
increasing the proportion of 
short-term parking, and made 
several general design recom¬ 
mendations. Weidenfeld felt, how¬ 
ever, that the proposal to increase 
parking along Centerway may 
answer some of the parking 
problems^ He cited the success of 
diagonal parking on the “Center¬ 
way" of sister Greenhills, Ohio. 

The APB report on the Chris- 
taeos plan advised that no ex¬ 
pansion take place until plans 
are developed for rehabilitating 
the existing buildings. The report 
also stated that the proposed 
doubling of retail space in the 
Christacos plan far exceeds the 
expansion called for in the coun¬ 
cil's plan, 

Joseph Comproni, representing 
the Roosevelt Center Association 
(RCA), expressed support for 


Christacos' efforts to improve the 
Center. He stated that it shouldn't 
have cold water dashed on it so 
quickly.” He also objected to 
comments made that the city 
must withhold the parking in or¬ 
der to have leverage over Chris¬ 
tacos, stating that Christacos 
would have “enough problems 
getting off the ground without 
the city trying to control him 
through parking," 

Council, APB and the RCA 
were all surprised to find that 
Christacos had such a detailed 
plan at this time. Council and A- 
PB were uncomfortable, however, 
with the piecemeal approach 
Christacos' time frame implied 
and would prefer to have a gen¬ 
eral plan in place before dealing 
with the specific design. 

Several of those present had 
comments on the council plan. 
Comproni complained that the 
RCA had been bypassed in the 
development of this plan and 
stated that more co-operation 
was desired. Michael Rurchick of 
the Co-op supermarket and presi¬ 
dent of RCA spoke of the need 
for better signage—he told of 
Greenway Center merchants who 
could not direct a visitor to 
Roosevelt Center. Burchick ob¬ 
jected to elimination of parking 
between the co-op and the the¬ 
ater; however, architect Tony 
Consoli felt that the proposed 
change was architecturally essen¬ 
tial to encourage people to enter 
there. 

Weidenfeld mentioned an ear¬ 
lier proposal by architectural 
critic Wolf Von Eckardt for an 
area to be used by both pedes¬ 
trians and cars; City Manager 
James K. Giese questioned its 
feasibility in such a high traffic 
area. Von Eckardt, who attended 
the meeting, stated his belief that 
the car can “be tamed” and made 
to go slow enough for the plan 
to work, 

Consoli suggested that a gen¬ 
eral “master plan” for the Green¬ 
belt area is needed, since con¬ 
flicting goals must be resolved 
before the plan goes forward. A 
related matter was the possible 


placement of the indoor pool 
near Candy Cane City. Giese 
mentioned that any improvements 
to, and expansion of the Center 
and the pool would increase traf¬ 
fic flow and increase the need for 
parking. 

How to Proceed 

But the biggest problem facing 
council was how to develop a 
more detailed plan. Architect Ron 
Grant felt that council had “not 
done your homework," that the 
council needed to more narrowly 
define the client group that the 
professionals would be working 
for. Landscape architect Bill 
Love felt council should synthe¬ 
size the Charette designs into a 
single design, but that council 
probably cannot do this. Norene 
Yoch suggested, however, that 
the city may be reaching the 
point of imposing on the profes¬ 
sionals, who had already been 
very generous with their time 
and talent. 

Von Eckardt thought that 
council's objectives are excellent 
and do not need more work. He 
suggested a six-part plan where¬ 
by council would appoint a de¬ 
sign team of professionals who 
would consult with an advisory 
team of owners, merchants and 
other interested parties to come 
up with a sketch plan; a model 
should be built so that citizens 
could visualize the plan, then 
a public meeting should be held 
on the plan, after which the city 
could begin negotiating, 

Weidenfeld noted that this 
procedure would impose a heavy 
burden of time on the volunteer 
design team, and Von Eckhardt 
questioned whether it must be a 
volunteer team. Comproni felt 
the city should control the pro¬ 
cess while consulting with the 
professionals, Weidenfeld noted 
that a group was needed to put a 
plan together and that he doesn't 
feel the city has the in-house tal¬ 
ent to do this. The meeting 
dosed with Weidenfeld’s sugges¬ 
tion that council has to put a 
group together and will probably 
need another work session to do 
so.

fectively as possible with their 
landlord.

State Warns Against 
Post Card Gimmick 

If you should receive a post¬ 
card that lures you into thinking 
there's “unclaimed money” sitting 
somewhere under your name, and 
you can get at it for a small fee 
— save your money, says Mary¬ 
land State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein. 

The comptroller stated that ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 Marylanders 
have recently contacted his office 
at the urging of mass mailings 
from two organizations. In the 
most recent scheme, Maryland 
residents have received post cards 
from an organization calling it¬ 
self “Unclaimed Funds of Ameri¬ 
ca.” The cards imply that the 
recipients have “unclaimed mo¬ 
ney” waiting for them. For a $4 
processing fee, the organization 
will send them an “Unclaimed 
Money Collection Form” to apply 
for the lost property. 

“Any citizen of Maryland may 
contact the Unclaimed Property 
Unit of our office, free of charge, 
to learn if we hold any unclaimed 
funds in their name. You don t 
need to order an application and 
you don’t have to spend four dol¬ 
lars,” Goldstein said. 

The comptroller pointed out 
that the mass mailing scheme pro¬ 
moted by “Unclaimed Funds of 
America” may not be illegal, but 
it is misleading. “In most cases 
to date, we found no record of 
funds for the recipients of the 
postcards,” Goldstein said, 

“Earlier this fall, we received 
numerous inquiries based on a 
mailing from an organication 
called ‘International Home Shop¬ 
pers/ offering assistance in lo¬ 
cating unclaimed property for a 
fee,” he said. 

The comptroller states he has 
relayed his concerns to both 
Maryland State Attorney General 
Stephen Sachs and the Better 
Business Bureau of Baltimore, 
which also received inquiries 
about the matter. 4

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COUNCIL LOOKS AT PROCEDURES, 

TRIES TO STREAMLINE MEETINGS

In a sometimes heated city 
council work session on No¬ 
vember 25, the Greenbelt 
city council examined its pro¬ 
cedures, focusing on ways to 
make council meetings run 
more efficiently while main¬ 
taining fairness and meeting 
the needs of the citizenry. 
The meeting was based in 
part on recommendations 
submitted by mayor pro tern 
Thomas X. White at a meet¬ 
ing last March. The recom¬ 
mendations developed at the 
November 25 work session 
will be presented at a future 
regular council meeting for 
formal council action. 

One recommendation developed 
was that petitions and requests 
presented at council meetings not 
be acted upon at that meeting. 
Instead, these petitions would be 
referred to the city staff or the 
appropriate advisory board for 
information and comments and 
then presented as agenda items 
at a future council meeting. The 
petitioner would be notified when 
the item was scheduled. Petitions 
and requests that are submitted 
in advance could be presented at 
the next meeting, if sufficient time 
is allowed for review by the staff. 
Concerns prompting this recom¬ 
mendation include the amount of 
time being spent on petitions and 
requests at council meetings, 
(with council trying to make off- 
the-cuff decisions at the meet¬ 
ing) and the fact that others, who 
have an interest in the subject 
but no notice that it will be dis¬ 
cussed. may appear at a later 
meeting to request council recon¬ 
sideration of the subject. Excep¬ 
tions would be made for matters 
requiring urgent attention. 

White was concerned that not 
all citizen requests submitted 
through the staff were receiving 
the same treatment; some items 
were being placed on the agenda 
while others were not. City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese explained 
that those items that could be 
handled administratively were re¬ 
ferred to the city staff while any¬ 
thing requiring council action was 
placed on the council agenda. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld noted that 
since council receives copies of 
all correspondence addressed to 
the mayor and council, council- 
members can add any item to the 
agenda if they think council ac- 
t'on is required. While the other

council members expressed satis¬ 
faction with the handling of these 
requests, White returned to the 
subject several times during the 
meeting, citing an example of a 
request he felt was mishandled 
and expressing his concern that 
all citizen requests be handled 
in a balanced manner. 

Another concern about petitions 
and requests was the length of 
time occupied by these matters 
at the council meetings. Council- 
member Edward Putens pointed 
out that council's standing rules 
limit each speaker other than 
council members to five minutes 
at any one time. Couneilmember 
Joseph Isaacs suggested the use 
of a timekeeper for both the citi¬ 
zens and the council. (The stand¬ 
ing rules limit council members 
to ten minutes each.) Council- 
member Antoinette Bram felt 
that some items required more 
than five minutes. White's sug¬ 
gestion for a 9 p.m. cutoff on 
petitions and requests found no 
support. All members of council 
agreed that they did not want to 
discourage people from making 
requests of council. 

Council also considered increas¬ 
ing the flexibility of the council 
agenda. W T eidenfeld suggested 
that any petitions and requests 
that have been submitted in ad¬ 
vance and for which someone is 
present, should be addressed ear¬ 
ly in the meeting, not necessarily 
waiting until the new business 
section of the agenda. Giese 
pointed out that currently those 
people who come for scheduled 
agenda items often have to sit 
and wait through petitions and 
requests of less broad interest. 
Giese referred to the practice of 
another city where there is no 
standing order, the council hears 
those matters first that are of 
greatest public interest. The 
mayor set the order, but council 
could change that order. Weiden¬ 
feld suggested giving the city 


manager discretion on the order. 
Council briefly discussed how 
to present the agenda items. Pu¬ 
tens suggested that an executive 
summary of the longer agenda 
items, rather than the complete 
manager's notes, be read. White 
felt that only one or two sen¬ 
tences plus the title need be 
read, to be followed by a pre¬ 
sentation by the city staff, ad¬ 
visory board, etc. He pointed out 
that the November 18 meeting 
had no presentation of the plan 
for Roosevelt Center that councjj. 
adopted, so that neither the au¬ 
dience or those watching on cable 
knew what was being adopted. 
Weidenfeld noted that he has been 
providing a brief introduction, 
then letting the staff summarize 
the comments. Several members 
mentioned the need to be sure 
cable viewers could understand 
what was going on, without go¬ 
ing to extremes and programming 
the meeting. 

Giese noted that many organi¬ 
zations make use of a consent 
agenda. This groups several 
items, such as advisory board re¬ 
ports and the introduction of or¬ 
dinances, determined by the staff 
as probably not controversial, into 
a single agenda item. Issues re¬ 
quiring a roll call vote would not 
be included. A single request 


from any couneilmember or citi¬ 
zen would cause an item to be re¬ 
moved and treated separately. 
Most of council thought it would 
be worth trying. Isaacs suggested 
that it be re-evaluated in six 
months. 

The issues provoking the most 
emotion dealt with enforcement 
of current procedures, rather 
than revisions to them. 

Bram quoted the standing rule 
that members shall “refrain from 
impugning the motives of any 
other member's argument or 
vote." She reported noticing this 
happening in the recent past to 
other members and to herself. 
She suggested it be enforced or 
dropped. After some lively de¬ 
bate, Weidenfeld stated that he 
felt it demeaned the council to 
have this kind of conduct occur, 
and that members should bring 
it to his attention if thev 


were not confirmed at the No¬ 
vember 18 council meeting. This 
spurred a general argument about 
what is appropriate to a work 
session, with all members other 
than White expressing doubt that 
council has taken inappropriate 
actions at work sessions. Putens 
several times emphatically ex¬ 
pressed his view that council may 
and should make decisions at 
work sessions and that only offi¬ 
cial actions and policy decisions 
are prohibited. 

White also suggested that a 
“No Smoking” rule apply to work 
sessions, Bram volunteered to 
smoke outside if council is in con¬ 
sensus. Putens, pointing out how 
long these sessions sometimes 
last, felt that might be more 
distracting than having people 
smoke. After some discussion, 
White again found himself on the

the council rules are being vio¬ 
lated. 

White mentioned his concern 
that council was taking actions 
at work sessions that were more 
appropriate to council meetings.
